ment thereof to John Rowe, eſq. ſerjeant at law, fir Tho- 
mas Dennis, knt. and others, tocertain uſes) by his laſt will 
and teſtament, in writing, dated the 23d of April, 9 Hen. 8. 
A. D. 1517, declared, that the ſum of fourteen pounds yearly 
ſhould be beſtowed by his executors out of f is lands, as he 
had appointed by his ſaid feoffment ; and of his ſaid will 
made and conſtituted Richard Andrew, his ſon, and others, 
executors ; and further, thereby deviſed and gave to his 
faid executors and their heirs his ſaid lands and tenements, 


to find a chaplain, and to diſtribute, every year for ever 
thereafter to tvelve poor men, as in the ſaid will was ſet forth, 


which ſaid will was proved in the Proctors Court of Can- 
terbury, 13 Dec. 1529. And afterwards, for the better 
performance of the ſaid will, John Blackaller, gent. one of 
the executors, by his deed poll, dated 3 Sept. 14 Eliz. 1572, 
did give and grant to the mayor, bailiffs, and commonalty 
of the ſaid city, their ſucceſſors and affigns for ever, all 
thoſe meſſuages, lands and tenements aforeſaid, with their 
appurtenances, to maintain and ſuſtain twelve poor men, 
according to the contents of the ſaid will; with a cove- 


nant from the grantees, that the grantor, his heirs and af-

Y HOMAS ANDREW, eſq. (twice mayor of the

figns, ſhould receive the iſſues and profits of the faid-lands. 
ſo long as he, his heirs and aſſigns, ſhould in all things 
fulfil the ſaid will. And afterwarde, fir Thomas Dennis 
aforefaid, by his deed tripartite indented, dated 6 Sopt. 
36 Eliz. 1 594, did enfeoff and confirm to Gilbert Blackaller, 
gent. his heirs and aſſigns, divers tenements in ſeven ſeveral 


pariſhes prout : Antl the ſaid Gübert Blackaller, by the 
ſame deed, did grant unto the ſaid fir Thomas Dennis and 


. bis, heirs, one annuity, or yearly rent, of fourteen pounds, 


to be employed and , diſtributed. yearly unto and upon 
tel ve; poor people inhabiting within the ſaid city, accord- 
mg to the true intent and meaning of the ſaid Thomas 
Andrew's laſt will, and as the fame, have been before com- 
mon diſtributed and employed; provided that ſo long as 
the {aid Gilbert Blackaller and his heirs ſhould pay to the 
faid poor the ſaid fourteen pounds, the ſaid annuity ſhould 
ceaſe and not be paid, with power to diſtrain if it were un- 
paid, And the ſaid Gilbert Blackaller, for himſelf and his 
beirs, by, the ſame indenture, did further give, grant, and 
agree to and with the ſaid mayor, bailiffs, and commonalty 
(che third-party to the ſame indenture) that if the ſaid, an- 
nuity of fourteen pounds, and every part thereof, ſhould not 
yearly: for ever be paid to the ſaid poor people, that then it 
hould be lawful for them to enter into all the ſaid premiſſes 


and diſtrain, and the diſtreſs to. detain until the fame were 
paid for the end aforeſaid; which ſaid deeds remain in the 


eounci-chamber of the ſaid city, where the ſaid will is alſo 


-enrolled, 6 Nov, 23 Hen. 8. That part of theſe lands being 
afterwards conyeyed, by indenture dated 6 Oct. & Jacobi 1. 
2608, by Gilb. Blackaller and others, unto Tho. Achym, 


eſq. and his heirs, who for many years together performed 


the ſaid.! will ; but afterwards. failin g, a commiſſion was fued 
forth out of the chancery upon the ſtatute of charitable 


aſes, whereupon this agreement between the commiffioners

2. GRIFFEN AMH ENDE TH, eſq. (ſometime mayor 
of this city) conſidering with himſelf that the decent burial 
of the dead was not the leaſt office of chriſtian. charity, 
whereof the people of former ages were little regarding; 
and altho* ſome perſons by the laws of this realm were ad- 
judged to death as their juſt demerit for their offences, 
yet was he moved with pity and compaffion to ſee their 
naked bodies interred; wherefore, by his laſt will and 
teſtament in writing, dated Auguſt, 3 Eliz. 15617, he did 
declare, that all his landi, tenements, and fel Nons, lying and 
being within the pariſh of Sidbury, in the county of Devon, 
ſhould wholly remain to the uſes following ; that is to fay, 
That every poor perſon that thereafter, within the caſtie or 
city of Exon, for any cauſe whatſoever, ſhould have zudg- 
ment of geath, not having where with to bury himſelf, a. /hrowd 
to cover his body, that then to every body fo ſuſtering, 


out of the rents and profits of the ſaid lands there ſhould 


de bought a cin wherewith he might be decently interred. 
And the ſaid lands, lying in Sidford, deſcending to Edward 
Amerideth, his ſon and heir, he (muchdefiring the perform- 
ance of his father's will) did, by his deed- poll dated g April, 
3 Eliz. 1561, give and grant unto the mayor, bailiffs, and 
aner of the ſaid city, and to their ſucceſſors for ev: x, 
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all thoſe his meſſuages, lands, rents, reverſions, and ſer- 
vices, with their appurtenances, in Sidbury and Sidford 
aforeſaid, to fulfil the will aforeſaid of his deceaſed father. 
He bears gules; a lion rampant regardant, or: Optima in- 
Juriæ ultio eft oblivio. 


3. LAURENCE ATTVWILL, citizen and ſkinner of 
London, born in this city, deſcended of good parentage, 


whoſe anceſtors were gentlemen, and whoſe grandfather 


had been mayor of this city five ſeveral times, and did bear 


the office of magiſtracy in the reigns of four ſeveral ſuc- 
ceſſive kings, namely Edward IV. Edward V. Richard III. 
and Henry VII. Three of them came to this city, and 
were very honourably entertained as faith a native hereof. 


Tempore quing; ſuo regnantes ordine vidit, 
Horum irenarcha ad quatuor ille fuit, 


He ſaw five princes which the ſceptre bore, | 
Of them he was a magiſtrate to four. Dr. VILLVAYNE. 


Who, altho' he met with many loſſes and croſſes in his 
worldly eſtate both by ſea and land, yet it pleaſed Almighty 
God ſo to reſtore him again, as that he recovered a great 
eſtate ; and, in thankfulneſs to God that gave it to him, 
(having no ifſue) by his laſt will and teſtament in writing, 
dated 6 Nov. 3o Eliz. 1588, (among divers others great 
legacies to charitable uſes) he purchaſed lands and tenements, 
in the ſevera! pariſhes of St. Thomas the Apoſile, Whitfione, and 
Rum, in the county of Devon, in the name of one Tho, 


Spicer, then one of the aldermen of this city, (the high 


rents whereof were 111. 78. 5d. per ann.) and appointed 
them to be conveyed to the mayor, bailiffs, and commonalty 


of the ſaid city, to t ie intent taat of and with the rents and 


profits of the ſame there ſhouid be made a flock of money, 


which, by the mayor and aldermen of the ſaid city, ſhould 
be employed in ſome good ſort, that e poor people of the ſaid 


city 
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eity might be from time to time ſet on work; and yet the 
ſtock ever kept whole, and not decayed, but increaſed with 
the yearly revenues of the ſaid lands for ever. He bears 
argent and fable; a pile chevron voided: Eo fidelis 
[The profits of this donation (which are very conſiderable) are 
yearly received, and above 30 years arrears, in 1732, in the hands 


of Mr. Alderman Hickman, who was the accomptant.] 


4. HUGH ATTWILL, clerk, 44 Eliz. 1602, gave to the 
mayor, bailiffs, and commonalty of this city, the ſum of fx 
pounds thirteen ſhillings and four pence, to be lent out to one arti- 

Acer or more of the ſaid city, for three years gratis; and ſo 
from three years to three years for ever ; which ſaid money 
is to be diſpoſed of on the 2oth day of July. He bears ut

5. Sir FOHN AC LAM, of Culme- John, in the county 
of Devon, knt. by his deed indented, dated 2 Jan. 7 Jacob. 
1609, gave to the mayor, bailiffs, and com monalty of this 
city, the ſum of fifty-firve pounds thirteen ſhillings and four pence, | 
towards the binding out f.urteen poor boys and fix poor maids 

_ apprentices, born within the ſaid city and county of Exon, in 
ſuch manner and ſort as ſhall be thought by the ſaid fir 
John Acland (during his lite) and the ſaid mayor, bailiffs, 

and commonalty, to be moſt fitting and convenient; and 
after his death, by the ſaid mayor, bailiffs, and commonalty 
only, in ſuch manner and ſort as the ſaid fir John Acland 
hath already, or ſhall, by his laſt will and teſtament, ſet 
down and appoint for the continual binding out of twenty 
ſuch poor apprentices as aforeſaid; five marks to be always 
delivered out with every apprentice-boy to his maſter, and 
the like with every maid. And afterwards, the faid fir 

John Acland, by his laſt will and teſtament in writing, dated 
14 Sept. 7 Jac. 1709, confirmed the premiſes, and ordered

that the ſaid apprentices, at the time of their binding out as 


aboveſaid, ſhould not be above the age of 15 years; and 
that at the end of the ſaid term, their reſpective maſters 


ſhould repay 208. unto the ſaid apprentices.

Provided, that if the church-wardens of the ſeveral pariſhes 
do not yearly bring in their ſeveral accompts to the mayor 


and recorder of Exeter, then the ſaid pariſhioners are to 


| loſe the next year's pay, which by the mayor, recorder, and 
two eldeſt juſtices of the ſaid city, is to be diſtributed to 
the two next pariſhes. He alſo appointed / ſixteen pounds per 
ann. to two cholars i in Exeter College in Oxford, to be approved 
of by the mayor of the ſaid city, recorder, ſchool-maſter of 
the high-ſchool there, the rector of Exeter College afore- 
aid, and the owner of Culme-John aforeſaid, or any three 
of them.

6. Sir WILLIAM BONVILE, knt, afterwards lord 


| Bonvile of Shute, founded an alms-houſe in the Combrex, 


alias Rock's-lane, in the pariſh of St. Mary the More within 


the faid city, for the relief of &welve poor people, to have con- 


tinuance for ever; and by his will, dated 24 March, 1488, 
gave

gave towards their maintenance ſeuen pence apiece aveekly, to 
be paid out of Cowley barton in Branford-Speke, the bar- 
ton of Greenlynch in Silverton, the manor of Rowharm i in 
Whitſtone, and divers houſes and cellars in Rock's-lane ; all 
which lands accrued to the crown, either by the ſtatute of 
chantries, or upon the attainder of the lord Bonyile ; how- 
ever, the pay to the poor ſtill continued by his majeſty's 
receiver-general of this county: And the knowledge of the 
poor of the ſaid city being known to the mayor and alder- 
men of the ſaid city, queen Elizabeth, by her letters patent 
dated'8 Nov. 1 562, did grant to the mayor, bailiffs, and 
commonalty of the ſaid city, and to their ſucceſſors for ever, 
that the mayor and aldermen of the ſaid city for the time 
being, or the major part of them, ſhould have full power 
and authority at all times thereafter, upon the death or 
avoidance of every of the ſaid twelve poor men, to inſtitute 
and appoint one other in his or their places, according to 
the intention of the ſaid founder ; and that none of her 
majeſty's officers or ſucceſſors ſhould interrupt or do any 
thing in perturbation thereof; her majeſty reſerving a 
power to herſelf and her ſucceſſors, within two months after 
the death of every of the ſaid poor, to name and appoint 
by her privy ſignet one other or others of the poor of the 
faid city unto the ſaid place or places, when they ſhould be 
void as aforeſaid. He bears ſable ; 6 mullets, 3, 2, 1, ar- 
gent, -pierced gules. Vigilantibus non dormientibus.—— 
[ Theſe alms-houſes, by negle& af the chamber, fallen down, the 
ones, tiber, Qc. by them ſold.

7. WILLIAM BUCKNAM, eſq. (ſometime mayor of 
the ſaid city) by his laſt will and. teſtament in writing, did 
give a certain ſum of. money to be beſtowed in pious uſes, 
and of the ſaid wuUlmade Philip Chicheſter, eſq. his executor, 

who

who purchaſing the moiety of a tenement called the Bear-Inn, 
lying in the Southgate-ftreet of the ſaid city, with divers houſes 
thereunto belonging, the ſaid Philip Chicheſter, by his deed 
indented, dated 6 March, 5 Eliz. 1563, did grant unto the 
mayor, bailiffs, and commonalty of the ſaid city, and their 
ſucceſſors for ever, all that moiety of the ſaid tenement 
and premiſſes, with their appurtenances, to pay and diſtri- 
bute the iſſues and profits thereof towards the maintenance 
of the poor for the time being, in certain alms-houſes, within 
the ſaid city, called the Ten Cells, next Belliter's Gate, for 
ever, according to the laſt will of the ſaid Wm. Buckname 
And, by another deed indented, dated 10 Jan. 7Eliz. 1565, 
the ſaid Philip Chichefter did in like manner, and to the 
ſame uſes, grant one high rent of ten ſhillings yearly, going 
out of the ſaid premiſſes, formerly paid to the priory of 
Plympton, which he has of late alſo purchaſed, He bears

8. ELIZABETH BUCKNAM, widow and reli& of 
the aforeſaid Wm. Bucknam, by her laſt will and teſtament 
indented, dated 16 May, g Eliz. 1567, did give unto the 
mayor, bailiffs, and commonalty of the ſaid city, and to their 
ſucceſſors for ever, all that tenement, with the appurtenances, 
fituate in the pariſh of St. Petrock, in the High-ſtreet of the ſaid 
City, late in the tenure, poſſeſſion, or occupation of Richard 
Lune of London, eſq. or his aſſigns, to the intent to per- 
form her ſaid will, viz. That out of the rent of fifty-five 
ſhillings and eight-pence, there be diſtributed to five poor 
houſholders of the pariſh of St. Laurence, within the ſaid city, 
yearly, as the mayor and four-and-twenty ſhould think moſt 
meet, thirteen ſhillings and four pence, viz. to every one of them 
quarterly eight pence ;—to five poor hauſholders of the pariſh 

of Alhallows on the Walls, thirteen ſhillings and four pence ;—t0

(1569, did grant unto the mayor, bailiffs, and commonalty 
of the ſaid city, and to their ſucceſſors for ever, one annuity 
or yearly rent of five pounds, to be iſſuing out of certain 
lands, tenements, and hereditaments, lying in Exe-Ifland 
aforeſaid, (late the inheritance of Chriſtian Chapman, wi- 
dow, deceaſed) being in the inn called the Bell, then in the 

. poſſeſſion of Sabina Holder, widow, and divers other tene- 
ments there, which were fince purchaſed by Wm. Martin, 

_ eſq. as chantery lands, to be paid at the four moſt uſual 
feaſts in the year by equal portions, with a condition there- 
in contained, that if the ſaid annuity mould be behind or 

8 unpaid, in part or in the whole, the grantor or his heirs 
. ſhould forfeit 708. nomine pœnæ, with power to diſtrain, as 
well for the ſaid annuity as for the ſaid pain. This grant 
was thus made tc perform and fulfil the laſt will and teſta- 
ment of the ſaid Chriſtian Chapman, as by ſeveral deeds 
made by her and her feoffees, remaining in the council- 
chamber, may appear.

10. PETER BLUNDELL, of Tis erton, in the county 
of Devon, clothier, being there born, and having ſpent moſt 
C of 
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of his time in London, among ſundry other good works of 
charity and piety) by his laſt will and teſtament in writing, 
dated ꝙ July, 1599, bequeathed to the mayor, bailiffs, and 
commonalty of the city of Exeter, the ſum of aine hundred 
pounds, to be delivered to them by his executors preſently 
after his death, to be for ever continued to the uſes follow- 
ing, viz. five huntred pounds thereof the ſaid mayor, bailiffs, 
and commonalty ſhould, for ever on the Wedneſday next 
after the Feaſt of St. Michael the Archangel, pur forth, until 
the fourth Feaſt of St. Michael the Archangel then alſo 
next following, (that is to ſay, for 4 years lacking 6 days) 
to five-and-twenty ſuch poor artificers and people of handicraſt, 
of honeſt name and reputation, continually dwellers and 
houſholders within the ſaid city and ſuburbs of the ſame, as 
to the ſaid mayor, bailiffs, and commonalty ſhould ſeem 
meet, (that is to ſay, to each of them 20l.) taking ſuch ſe- 
curity, ſuch as they will anſwer for, for the repayment of 
the principal, and alſo after the rate of 408. per cent. by the 
year for the ſame: And if any decay ſhould happen to be 
by. death or otherwiſe, ſupply to be made, with other aſſu- 
rance, as to the mayor, bailiffs, and commonalty ſhall ſeem 
meet.—The other four hundred pounds to be lent to twenty ar- 
tificers, weavers and tuckers, of the ſaid town of Tiverton ; and 
in default of fuch, to others of honeſt trades, dwellers and 
houſholders in Tiverton aforeſaid, in like manner as before 
in Exeter : The ſaid yool. always to be delivered as by ten 
of the inhabitants of Tiverton taxed moſt to the ſubſidy 
ſhould be nominated to the mayor, bailiffs, and common- 
alty of Exeter aforeſaid, 12 weeks at leaſt before the day 
limited for putting forth the ſame, with good ſureties to 
be likewiſe nominated, otherwiſe the ſame not to be admit- 
ted; and then the ſame to be put forth to ſuch 20 
perſons of Tiverton as to the ſaid mayor, bailiffs, and com- 
monalty ſhould ſeem meet as aforeſaid. And as for the 

| | eighteen 
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eighteen pounds to be received yearly for the intereſt, he willed 
that, ſo long as there ſhould be no decay of the ſaid gool. 
the ſame ſhould be employed as followeth, viz. forty ſhilkugs 
thereof to the #own-clerk for writing and keeping the ac- 
counts, for that nothing ſhould be taken of any party re- 
ceiving any of the ſaid ſtock for the making of his aſſurance; 
and the fix/cen pounds refidue to the ſaid mayor, bailiffs, and 
commonaliy, for and towards their pains in diſpoſing and 
preſerving the ſaid ſtocks ; and towards a ſupper always on 
the ſaid Wedneſday limited for the receipt of the ſaid mo- 
ney, to be taken where they ſhall think fit; and towards a 
dinner to them yearly for ever on St. Peter's Day, in re- 
membrance of him ; and towards ſuch other good uſes as 
to them ſhould ſeem meet : But when any decay ſhould be 
made of any of the ſaid flocks, then to go to the ſupply of 
every. ſuch decay until the ſaid ſtocks ſhould be made up 
again, and that courſe to be obſerved for ever. Further, 
that if the ſaid mayor, bailiffs, and commonalty ſhould not 
accept the premiſes, that then his executors ſhould execute 
the ſame ; and if any borrower ſhould make default of re- 
payment, that then he, nor any of his ever afterwards, ſhould 
have any benefit of the ſame; and that no baker, brewer, 
butcher, taylor, innkeeper, vintner, tanner, aleſeller, or ſeller 
of any kind of wares ſhould be capable of having any part 
of the ſaid money. He bears, pale-wiſe, argent and gules, 
of ſix: Recta certa. [ This gool. ſunk by the chamber, not 
a penny intereft applied to the uſes enjoined by the donor, or to any. 
other charity, I have the chamber-bond given my grandfather for 
500d. part thereof, bonds given in 1688, neither principal nor in- 
tereft paid.
